British Subjects Threatened With Axsaas-

Clarence W. Ashford, who was one of 
the exiles sent abroad by Hawaii as a 
result of the late rebellion, writes a 
lengthy communication to the Toronto 
Globe in respect to “The arbitrary and 
vicious course lately pursued by the rul- 
ing factions in the misnamed ‘Republic’ 
of Hawau towards its own and foreign 
itizens and subjects, many of whom were 
British, and some of whom were Cana- 
dians. Mr, Ashford then relates the 
story of the new constitution. “‘Estab- 
lishing a form of government which is 
therin labelled as Republic but which is 
no more Republican in form than that of 
the unspeakable Turks, and is vastly less 
republican than the constitution of the 
late monarchy. With a few ignoble ex- 
ceptions, the British residents of the

Concerning the Pescadores. 


The Peseadore Islands, one of the larg- 
est of which has been occupied by the 
Japanese, isa group of twenty-one inha- 
bited islets, lying abouttwenty-five miles 
off Formosa, in the Fu-Kien channel, be- 
tween Formosa ani the Chinese mainland. 
None of them rise three hundred feet 
above the sea. The largest of the group, 
Panghu, is eighty-four miles in circum- 
ference. The second largest is Fisher 
Island, of which the ./ananese have taken 
possession. Both islands are situated near 
the centre of the cluster, and the choice 
of the Japanese has no doubt been largely 
intluenced by the fact fhat there is an ex- 
cellent harbor between Panghu and Fisher 
islands, 

The want of trees and the absence of 
sheltered valleys give these islands a bar- 
ren appearanc: Millet, ground nuts, 
pineapples, sweet potatoes and vegetables 
are grown but for most of their supplies 
they depend upon Formosa. The popula- 
tion of the group is estimated at eight 
thousand. of whom a large partare fisher- 
men—a circumstance from which the 
Prescadores or Fisher Islands. derive 
their name. The Datch seized these is- 
lands in 1525, and attempted to fortify 
them with Chinese forced laborers, but 
two vears after. at the instance of the 
governor of the province of Fu-Kien, they 

moved to Formosa. where they erected 
Fort Zealandia in i624. It is said the 
Chinese showed great courage and deter- 
mination in those days in dealing with 

eir Dutch invaders. and at one stage in 
the atlair landed 5,40U troops on one of 
the Pescadores.

Mr. Ashford describes the riot or the 
outbreak as the tamest possible affair of 
the kind, such a disturbance as a platoon 
of police conid easily suppress withont 
noise or difficulty elsewhere, and pro- 
condemn the organization of 
military courts and its operations, and 
saves: “The evidence of the prisoners, 
such as it was, was secured chiefly by 
the methods of the inquisition. 
Englishman arrested without cause, was 
importuned by a member of the military 
commission to accept his liberty and 
$1,000 in coin to give evidence against 
his brother. A Britisher from Jamaica 
was stripped of his clothing and immur- 
ed in the dark cell of the prison—damp, 
cold and horrble—and kept there four- 
teen hours without food, after receiving 
the injunction to try and remember 
something against V.V. Ashford. An- 
other Englishman, who had heen sen- 
tenced to thirty-five vears servitude and 
pay a tine of $10,000, was offered his free- 


dom for evidence that would convict me | 


of misprison of treason. He was urged 


by the government to remember his wife | 


and seventeen children, and was regaled 
with a homily on the injustice of my go- 
ing free, while he and others were being 
punished. A lady client of mine sus- 
pected of carrying messages between the 
queen and myself, was imprisoned for 
weeks, threatened with trial and five 
vears’ sentence if she refused, and offer 
ed a liberal provision for life if she would 
consent to give evidence to convict me.
